Tis, 
79,744,707, the highest figure on re- 
cord, and nearly twenty million-taels 
above the point reached in 1901. 
This prosperity was attained in the 
face of droughts both in spring and 
autumn whieh seriously damaged the 
first crop of rice, and practically 
ruined the second, Rice was fortun- 
ately plentifal in the Yangtze Valley, 
and the importation of nearly two 
million piculs in the last quarter of 
the year kept the prices of this 
Chinese staff of life within a reason- 
able range. The fleet of steamers 
plying between Canton and Hon; 
kong is constantly being enlar; 
the number of foreign firms at Can- 
ton constantly increases; there has 
been considerable building activity 
on Shamien, notwithstanding whicl 
the house accommodation is insufti- 
cient for the requirements ; and there 
is a talk of acquiring a Foreign 
Settlement on the southern side of 
the river, on the Honam Back Reach. 
“All things considered,” says Mr, 
Jobnston, “there is every indication 
in favour of a continued expansion of 
the trade of the port.” 

The revenue collected during the 
year was the largest on record, Hk, 
Ts, 2,592,260, Mr. Johnston gives 
three causes for this (1) the general 
improvement in trade; (2) the new 
tariff; (3) the transfer of traffic 
from junks to steamers owing to 
the placing of the Native Customs 
under the control of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs. There were no 
special features to record in connec- 
tion with foreign imports, whose 
total value was fit. Tle. 16,500,000 ; 
there were noticeable increases in 
Indian cotton yarn, tinplates, pig 
lead, raw cotton, kerosene oil, and 
white sugar, while the trade in 
cotton piece-goods was stationary. 

Tt is very satisfactory that the 
trade in exports at Canton continues 
to expand. “The steady depreciation 
of silver has influenced this branch 
and stimulated exports to such an 
extent that, as regards one or two 
of the principal staples, the supply 
was not equal to the demand, and 
both native and foreign merchants 
engaged in it have hod a fairly 
remunerative year. The increases 
are chiefly in cassia lignea, matting, 
and silk.”

‘Thus, armed, Iudo- 
China, which was represented scarcely 20 
oars ago as a source of political and finan- 
cial embarrassment and a cause of military 
enfeeblement to France, will be in a posi- 
tion to give to the Mother Country, in 
return for the sacrifices of earlier years, 
an increase not only of wealth, but of 
influence and power in this part of the 
world towards which all the nations are 
turning to-day their political and indus- 
trial detivity.”*

ments’ of the British’ Press are scoopted 
by the smaller Japanese newspapers, 
Which exercise a weighty influence on the 
popular mass. To go to the root of the 
matter, it may be plainly stated that, 
since the first inception of the great 
Siberian Railway, England has been 
keenly jealous of the developing impetus 
which ‘the completion of that splendid 
inter-continental enterprise promised to 
give to Russia’s commerce with China 
and Japan through Dalny, Vladivostock, 
and Zuruga (Tsuruga), to'the detriment 
of British seaborne trade with the Far 
“East. : That. promise is now about to be 
realised, and hence the growing malignity 
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of the political inventions of the London 
Press. 

Nothing could be more amusing than 
the idea of the Japanese Chauvinists 
being instigated by England “through 
her political Press and by even more. 
equivocal means.” ‘The Russian corres- 
pondents in Japan, if they care to know 
the truth, can easily find out that the 
Japanese Chauvinists, so far from being 
instigated from London, are inclined to 
complain of the comparative apathy 
shown by London in connection with the 
Manchurian question. If the reference 
be to the British newspapers in this 
country, the Russians do great injustice 
to those journals, for the fatter, without 
any exception, are using their influence 
in the cause ‘of moderation and peace. 
There are even journalists who do not 
hesitate to openly declare that they 
would prefer to see the Russians stay in 
Manchuria rather than that the Japanese 
should dominate the province. Under 
these circumstances we should have 
thought that the Russians had more cause 
to thank than censure the English papers 
in this country.

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THE NAVIGATION OF 
THE SUNGARI.

Wuar Russia really intends by the 
proposals she is pressing on China 
asa condition to the evacuation of 
Manchuria is so well recognised that 
the conditions themselves scarcely 
need discussion. But interest cer- 
tainly attaches to the terms relating 
to the establishment of _landing- 

laces on the river Sungari, ‘These 

ussia intends to guard by her own 
soldiers, as she desires also to protect 
the route from Tsitsihar to Blagovest- 
chensk. This proposal, worked in 
conjunction with the agreement 
whereby she is to guard her railway 
lines over the three Eastern pro- 
vinees, will in itself counteract the 
ffect oftany formal evacuation of 
Manchuria. The Osaka “ Asahi,” in 
its issue of the 12th September, 
exposes the plot as follows : 

“The proposal to establish land- 
ing places along the course of the 
river Sungari and the stationing of 
Russian soldiers at such places has 
secret and deep meaning. While 
Russia withdraws her troops from 
Manchuria, she retains the right to 
ward her railway lines through 
pershwnog, Liaoyang, Moukden, 
‘Nehling, Kaiyuan, and Changta, in 
Shengking province; but in Kirin and 
Helungkiang provinces she has no 
etext for remaining, except at 

hungeh‘ung, Ninguta, Ajuho, Tsitsi- 
har and Harbin, and’ there only to 
station railway guards. However, if 
once Russia obtains the right to 
establish lnnding-places or wharves 
along the river Sungari, and to post 
her troops on the main or branch 
streams of that river, under the pretext 
of protecting navigation, she will of 
course connect up her military posts 
till all Manchuria will be covered 
with their lines like a spider’s web. 
‘Thus she will establish her occupa- 
tion over the three Eastern provinces 
for ever.” 

There are now three main routes 
of communication between Siberia 
and Northern Manchuria ; the first is 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, the 
second the water-route of the river 
Sungari, and the third the land route 
from ‘Tsitsihar to Blagovestchensk. 
It is known to every-one that the 
artificial route of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway connects with Irkutsk in the 
west and with Vladivostock in the 
east of the Russian dominions, but 
it is not so widely known that the 
natural route of the river Sungari 
connects the northern part of Man. 
churia with Siberia and the Helung- 
kiang districts. Secretly this route 
may serve more advantageously for 
Russia than the railways themselves. 
The river Amur is politically the 


border separating Russia from China, 
but economically it is a junction 
between the two Empires. The 
Sungari runs from the central part of 
Manchuria and falls into the Amur, 

Since Russia seized the Helung- 
kiang districts in 1858 and 1860, the 
demand for the opening of the river 
Sungari has been repeated in several 
attempts at an arrangement between 
the two governments, but hitherto 
China has steadily adhered to her 
policy to keep the river closed as long 
as possible. When the Ili affair 
came to be settled this demand was 
one of the subordinate conditions 
raised by Baron Korff, the Governor 
of Helungkiang at that time. It 
was resisted and fell through. Again, 
during the Chino-Japanese war, 
Captain Maximoff, of the Russian 
Navy, in a book entitled “Our ques- 
tions in the Pacific,” made the state- 
ment: “What makes the Helung- 
kiang province one of the most 
important parts of Russian soil, is 
the fact that we can from it take 
advantage of the navigation on the 
river Sungari.” And again: “Our 
Government having recognised that 
the Sungari navigation is important 
to our trade, retained the right by 
the Aihun Treaty to open the river 
to the Russian people. Our diplo- 
matists and the merchants and resi- 
dents at Helungkiang thereafter tried 
very often to turn the trade by means 
of the river to actual account, but 
as the Chinese have repestedly and 
obstinately opposed our plans, we have 
not yet been able to take advantage 
of our treaty rights.” 

Until China experienced a serious 
blow in her war with Japan, she 
steadily refused to allow the openin; 
of the river, not because of any ile 
feeling against Russia, but because it 
meant the opening up of the whole 
of Manchuria. All the principal cities 
of Northern Manchuria ure located on 
the banks of the Sungari, or its 
tributaries, The streams rising in 
the western and eastern spurs of the 
Hsingan mountain, flow into the 
Nonni, which is the largest affluent 
of the Sungari, and on their banks, 
are the towns of Tsitsihar, Mergen, 
and Khulanchen. The southern 
tributaries rise in the Changpei 
mountains, and on their banks are | 
Sansin, Ninguta, and other important 
commercial centres. But after her: 





then Russian boats have been in- 
cessantly sailing on the river. Russia 
will say, perhaps, that she is entitled 
to navigate the Sungari by the Aihun 
Treaty, but at the most that treaty 
gave her no other rights than that of 
“inland navigation” allowed by China 
to all the Powers. Russia, however, 
has never respected the “inland 
navigation” rules. The rapid develop- 
ment of Harbin has been helped by 
the navigation of the river. Rails and 
material for the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way were brought up from Helung- 
kiang on its waters; while the timber, 
hewn in the Changpe: mountains for 
sleepers, and other timber, were float- 
ed along the network of rivers. 

We are not aware how many 
landing-places Russia hns already 
along the river, but believe the 
number to exceed twenty. What- 
ever right Russia may have to such 
navigation is shared equally by the 
other Powers. . Her Present proposal 
is an_attempt to defeat any ratsing 
of this point by anticipating it, anc 
to close to the rest of the world all 
the important waters and cities of 
Manchuria. It is for the other Powers 
to see that they are not ousted out 
of their ‘Treaty rights. ‘The road 
between Tsitsihar and Aihun was 
laid out by China for military 
purposes several years ago, when 
she had to reinforce her guards 
in Helungkiang province, and it 
now forms more than half the 
main route from Kirin to Aihun. 
The intention of Russia in distri- 
buting guards between Tsitsihar and 
Blagovestchensk is clearly to cut off 
any centres of danger to the last- 
mentioned place. 

We sum up by repeating that by 
the existing treaties landing-places, 
wharves and other buildin, 
by foreigners are allowed to be 
established cnly at limited treaty 
ports, and if China agrees to the 

resent proposal of Russia, the other 
Bowers must be given similar rights 
in respect of all other rivers in China, 


; Also that foreign-owned vessels at 


present can only navigate between 
two treaty ports, and if Russian vessels 
are to navigate and trade at pleasure 
along the Sungari and its tributaries, 
the ports along its banks must be 
opened to general foreign trade.

ANx10US as we all are to see China’s 
exports increase, it is very -atisfactory 
to read in the late Mr. Pym’s report 
that the value of native produce 
shipped from Hankow last year 
“reached the wnprecedentedly high 
figure of Hk. Ts. 38,341,891, an in- 
crease over the value for 1901 of 
more than Ts. 11,000,000.” A large 
quantity of antimony (Pls. 118,000) 
was sent to Shanghai for reshipment 
to Europe; and this is a trade that is 
rowing fast, the Hunan authorities 
doing all in their power tg facilitate 
the export. Some Pls. 7,000 of 
bristles were sent away, until a rise 
in prices checked business. Oy 
Pls. 133,000 of raw cotton were ex- 
ported, or Pls. 100,000 more than 
went. away in any one year during the 
ast ten years.

on apace: large gangs of workmen have 
een daily employed in filling in newly ac- 
quired ground, building operations have 
Yen on an ‘cxtensive scaie, and finc 
‘road roads have been laid out. Amongst 
the numerous new buildings recently 
erected are the imposing structures of the 
Banque de PIndo-Chine on the French 
Concession Bund and of the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China in 
the British Concession.

Peking) Railway Administration was kept 
busy during the early part of the year 
repairing the great damage caused by 
the floods of 1901, which was chiefly 
noticeable in the section between the 
“Gare Fluviale”” (kilométre 9) and the 
Hankow city station (kilomatre 5).

Russia 

concerning the evacuation of Manchuria 
are no longer “secret” but seem to be 
known pretty generally throughout the 
ity. According to former agreement 
Russia sould have cleared out of Man- 
churia at least eight months ago, and 
now she proposes to carry out that agree- 
ment only by the granting of new con- 
ditivns on the part of China. Russia 
proposes to control the quarantine regu- 
iations for Newchwang and other points. 
‘Thrs puts a great power in her hands and 
rules can be made which will 
hamper trade and the rights of other 
rationolities. Already Russia is ruling 
with a high hand in Newchwang and 
many Chinese ure being punished for not 
cbserving all the quarantine regulations. 
All will agree thet Russia cat do this

ft should be dono in a way 
interfere with equal rights for other 
uations. Russia demands the right to 
place troops all up and down the Sungari 
river. If that is allowed she will with- 
draw her troops in a year from Kirin and 
Tsitsibar. But when we see the windings 
and tremendous length of the Sungan 
river we can easily sec that having control 
of that river gives Russia a practical 
control of Menebaris. This river reaches 
down to the headwaters of the Yalu river 
and Russia would have a line of troops 
all the way from the coast to her own 
possessions. This would give her prac- 
tically the control of Manchuria. Tho 
marvel is the readiness of certain of the 
highest officials in Peking to give credence 
to these proposals. The proposition is 
so distiactly in Russia’s favour that it 
would seem that every loyal Chinese 
would oppose it with tooth and nail. 
‘Telegrams are pouring in to the Waiwupu 
from Chinese students in various countries 
urging their country to stand firm. It 
is needless to say that these telegrams 
are mostly consigned to the fire by order 
of the Viceroy, but in any other country 
on the earth they would be held up to 
public approval as signs that patriotism 
ig nto all dead among the Chinese. Prince 
Ching is distinctly pro-Russian in hie 
proclivities and as France brings her 
assistance to bear on a decision favour- 
able to Russia, we may soon see that 
Russia’s plans have been carried out, a3 
they usually are, when most nations look 
supinely on. 


Mr- Ku Hung-ming’s Defence. 

In the letter entitled “ Political Offence 
und its Punishment in China” in your 
issue of the 11th of September, the argu- 
ments for the attitude of the Chinese 
government in its barbarous punishment 
ot reformers were never more speciously 
put. But we think they will not bear 
investigation. Especially is this true 
when we consider how imperfect is tho 
writer's information concerning the 
trial (7) ond execution of Shen K'e-hsien. 
When Mr. Shen was arrested, he knew 
that he had been betrayed by a false 
friend aud gave up all hopes of life. He 
had no fair trial but was dragged, loaded 
with chains, into the presence of the 
judge at the Board of Punishment and 
brow-beaten and cursed, without oppor- 
tunity for reply. His case was settled 
before he was called up. If popular re- 
Ports amount to anything in Peking, 
the Empress Dowager docs not wait for 
any decision by “the law officers of the 
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crown” when she has any spite against

! death in the palace, and we havo 
heard that any reference ‘was made t, 
law officers. Perhaps, however, eunuch, 
being slaves, have no rights which the

‘not been known in Peking, except 
in these two cases, for a very long 
period. Mr. Ku says that the punise 
ment of Shen was only nominally carried 
out and “after a few blows” the man 
was really strangled with a girdle. But 
testimony can be found from moro than 
one witsess that Shen’s cries were heard 
cutside che buildings of the Board and 
other prisoners were in a great state of 
fnght, hearing the blows. Furthermore, 
it is reported that the underlings in the 
Boara swear that Shen’s ghost nas beca 
seen at night going up and down the 
ccurts. ‘Ihe punishment was a shock 
even to the poor wretches who had to 
| intlict the blows on a man who had been 
leaded with chains since his captury, 
Shen confessed only to sonding the tele- 
grams concerning an affair of State which 
wero not of any material consequence to 
the government, known or not known. 
The best men in Peking, of whatever 
rationality have stwted more than once 
that. it_ would be much better for China 
her State affairs were given more pub- 
licity. ‘Then she would secure the general 
sympathy and advice which she so 
often solicits in private, If doing tho 
legitimate work of a newspaper corres- 
pondent in Poking es ono a 
criminal then there are many wretches 
abroad here. Getting information was 
his business and if the facts he gave to 
the world should not have been given, 
then the criminal was the informant not 
Mr. Shen. If Wang Wen-shao's son (or 
sonte relative of his) gave away this piece 
of information why should Shen be 
punished? The instances cited from 
European history of over-riding the cou- 
stitutions are hardly to the point, as 
they have never violated the general 
sentiments of humanity which all men 
hold sacred. Col. Lynch was technically 
condemned to death, but no one believed 
the sentence would ever be carried out, 
but he was not condemned even nominally 
to a punishment which was obsolete and 
one which would be a disgrace even 10 
Central Africa in tho beginning of the 
20th century. Chinese civilisation differs 
from that of the West and many crude 
things are tolerated on that ground, but 
China has had relations with civilised 
nations for century now, and no excuse 
can be offered for ‘a punishment which 
Ker own best sense condemns. China 
will only have trouble and bring on her- 
self the contempt of mankind so long a» 
the denies a reasonable amount of free 
speech and discus ion of the affairs of 
State. If these reformers, some of whom 
are the hest-informed in China, lovers of 
their country and desiring her welfare 
above their own, are “anarchists,” thon 
a new definition’ must be found for that 
word. Who are the “morally and in- 
tellectually sound men” if these re- 
formers are not so? ‘The six men who 
were crielly dono to death in 1898 and 
the two men in 1900 were heroes if ever 
such existed in China or any other 
country. They gave their lives gladly and 
their names should be inscribed on the 
scroll of fame. Doubfless such men can 
be found in China, but we do not seo 
them in official life. 


The state of things in Peking 
is about as bad as it could be. It is 
hard to secure justice in the police courts 
and the common man has a hard time 
if he has to enter the yaméns. Men are 
taken to the Kung So’s on insignificant 
charges and held fill they lose all hope 
and spirit. After so much talk of Te~ 
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construction in the courts of Peking and 
{he hopes entertained on the appoint- 
init of Prince Su, the outcome is most 
humiliating. Without doubt the Prince 
hampered in his efforts to clarify city 
fife and cannot bring to all that 
he desires. It seems to be the general 
opinion that what reaches him personally 
will be sure of an honest settlement. 





TACHIENLU, 
SZECHUAN.

‘The city uf Tachienlu cannot be said 
to be a centre of very great commercial 
importance in itself. In fact it is nothing 
jnore than a good-sized village with two or 
three parallel streets running through it 
and a few cross streets not more than a 
few English rods long. ‘There is no city 
wali except a couple of short pieces, one 
‘at the South end a the other at the 
North end of the city, each with a city 
gate entrance. Pe haps in all there are 
batrcen ton and twelve thousand inhabit- 








ants in the place, about two-thirds of whom | Pst 


ate Chinese, and the other third. ‘Tibetans 
and Ohinese mixed, Many of the Chinese 
havo Tibetan wives, and consequently the 
Tibetan cast of features among the Chinese 
is not uncommon, especially among the 
younger generations. 

As an agricultural centre it has nothin 
whatever to claim, All who ongaye at 
in farang, are a few Chinamen who find it 
dificult: to’ raise enough garden vegetables’ 
on the steep slopes around to supply the 
needs of the city. Cora and rice are all 
inported from the plains below. Poultry 
and eggs are brought from a place five days 
distant. Beef and mutton are plentiful 
and of a very good quality. 

Living is very expensive—rice, corn, 
suger, salt, eggs, poultry and tex are 
outside products. Cotton cloth, silk and 
uany other aricles for wearing waterinl 
ate brought in from outer Szechuan and 
of course demands high prices. ‘Tibetan 

goods, brought out from the 

of Tibet, are much worn by the 
ng classes, but they are also ex- 
pensive from a Chinaman’s stendpoint. 

ion merchants and wholesele 
trade command thesituation here, 
1 needs are necessarily limited by 
the smallness of the place, hence the retail 
merchant occupies a small place in the 
guetal make-up of business affairs. The 

‘boten merchant brings his inusk, gold, 
skins, wools, medicines, etc., and trades 
them’ off with the Chinese merchant for 
tea, eugar, cotton cloth, silk, salt, etc., very 
little of which in either case is used here, 
but passes on in bulk either to the interior 
of Tibet or to the outside world of China. 
‘The richest man in the city is a Chinese 
inerchant who deals in musk, and goid 
bas. Neither of these articles eau be 
bought here at retail unless yon are a 
fiend and get a very limited amount as a 
special favour. ‘They are shipped in bulk 
directly to Shanghai. . 

Politically, ‘Tachienlu is of great im- 
Portanee to the Chinese Goverament, 
Perhaps of greater importance than any 
other border town between the two coun- 
ties, The city has the rank of a second 
Prefect and the civil official, who hus the 
highest power in the distric*, is also of the 
same rank. ‘The present incumbent | 
has been here for thirteen years, | 
but he has recently been promoted to the ; 
rank of a Tuotai and is soon to retire from! 
official life. 

There is also a military official here, in 
charge of a small garrison, who has the) 
rank of a Major. ‘The garrison seems to

on the street. Another official here of an 
interesting character is a representative of 
the Chinese Civil Government who has 
military rank. His business is to deal with 
the wild mountain tribes—the Mantze 
or Lolos as they are e:lled. He acts as a 
sort of middleman between <hese tribes 
and the Chinese Government. He deals 
only with the hesdmen of tribes whom he 
hols responsible for the good behaviour of 
their people. Certain sums of money are 

’id_periodically to these tribesmen for 
k eping the peace, and in this way the 
Chinese Government controls them and 
acts as their rulers, perhaps at a minimum 
amount of cost of money and of bloodshed. 
This county of the wild tribes, not Tibet 
proper, but this borderland of ~zechuan. 
4s divi led into sections, over each of which 
is appointed one of these local officials who 
is respected as a king over his section—the 
people with whom he deals. 

here is also in this city a Tibetan king 
who holds the power of life and death over 
his people. He is king of the Tibetans in 
this south-eastern portion of Tibet. All 
the real estate in the city, with a few excep- 
tions, pays tribute to him In the city he 
has ‘a palace with extensive grounds 
attached. About thirty li outside of the 
city he hax a summer palace with a large 
ek attached. Ho indulges daily-in, bot 
sulphur baths which he has provided in 
his palaces buth in the city and in the 
country. 

As ‘a military stronghold Tachienlu 
might easily be made imprecaahle. ‘The 
three approwches from the East, North and 
South are through narrow ravines hedged 
in by mountains from ten to fifteen thou- 
sand feet high. ‘These passes cauld quiily 
be fortified and the city, which fies at the 
bottom of a small basin at the junction of 
two small rivers, could be held indefinitely 
against outside approach. However, it 
has never been fortified and the Chinaman 
probably thinks vat it will never need to 

2, so it is not. 

‘The trouble between the Chinese and

‘The head lama of the place who was 
the leader of the trouble, was captured 
with two of his you»ger’ brothers and 
heheaded.

A Military Invasion.

No one seems to know what the 
trouble is, but there seems to be some- 
thing seriously wrong between tho two 
countries. 

A Set Back to Mining. 
‘The magistrate is getting ready tw 
leave for Luchou. During his stay here, 
of thirteen years, he has taken an in: 
terest in gold mining. Some mines 
about twenty mil's from the eity, bave 
been opened and worked with partial 
success. Two thousand or more miners, 
are new engaged at the mines aad arc 
dependent on tho employment they get 
there for a living. Now that the magistraro 
is voing away he proposes to close tho 
mines before he leaves. ‘The mines are on 
the Tibotan king's land and he has not been 
getting anything out of them, so that he 
wants them closed too. Thereforo the king 
has united with the magistrate in ordoring 
the mines closed. They have yiven the 
operators ten days to close up the mines 
1d for the miners to yet out. TF the 
nines are not closed in that time the king, 
jing to send one hundrel, and the 
trate fifty soldiers into the mines te 
drive the miners out. Tt means that many 
of the investors will lose their capital and 
thousands of miners will be deprived of 
their occupation. Such is the fte of euter- 
prises controlled by the official class in 
China.

He highly 
praised the conduct of the Protestant 
Chureh after the Boxer movement and 
wished that all others had acted in a 
similarly self-denying manner. — Incidei

The Manchurian Question. 

The direct negotiations between Tokio 
and St. Petersburg were lately reported to 
have encvuntered some hitch, although it is 
too much to say thatall “ pourparlers” have 
been suspended. Baron R Rosen, Russian 
Minister in Tokio, who left the capital 
‘on Tuesday, the 22nd inst., by the evening 
express with a Seoond ‘Secretary, was 
expected to. leave Nagaraki for 
Port Arthur by a warship, to confer with 
Viceroy Alexeieff, who has the supreme 
direction of the diplomatic affairs in the 
Far Enst. This is no doubt a sigoificant 
move. In the forthcoming conference of 
the Viceroy and Baron Rosen a new 
plan will probably be drawn up for the 
purpose of dealing with the pending 
nog:tiations in St. Petersburg.  Mean- 
while, it is noticeable that Baron Rosen is 
a diplomat of a very amicable and pacific 
character. 


Germany as the Honest Broker. 

A so-called Vienna telegram, published 
by a senior Osaka paper, stating that 
the German Foreign Oitice has in con- 
templation the formation of a European 
concert with a view to intervening in 
the Manchurian question, has been 
alrendy discredited by some Japanese 
journals and a subsequent Berlin cable- 
gram. Asa matter of fact, the Wilhelm- 
strasse has not as yet formally suggested 
to the Powers the reported organisation 
of the concert, but there is good reason to 
believe thattheGerman authorities concern- 
ed are watching to do something in relation 
tothe Manchurian question. It is just now 
difficult to see how such a concert has an; 
locus standi. Yet, according to what is 
confidentially stated in w. ll-informed circles 
here, in the pretent cnse, the Berlin scheme 
i not necessarily detrimental to Japan, 
“inter alia,” and it may be well, if the 
reported concert is actually under considera 
tion, to await definite overtures before con- 
demning the idea outright.

move, but has steadily and successfully 
resisted every new Russian manifestation, 
of alarms’ and excursions.” ‘This is 
pointed out by a Yokohama foreign paper, 
which is usually well verved. We can 
heartily sympathise,” says the paper,“ with 
the difficulties of the Tokio Foreign Oftice's 
position in such conflicting circumstances, 
and can the more appreciate its dignified 
reserve and unswerving adherence to the 
main issue. We believe that the Japanese 
authorities thoroughly understand the 
diplomatic game that is being played, and 
have their own estabished and wisely 
framed programme, when, if ever, tho 

roper time for ‘action ‘matures, we 

lieve that Japan will not be found 
wanting, xnd assuredly she will not lack 
the sympathy and support of all nations

New Financial Schemes.

Death has enabled the country to realise, 

erhaps for the first time, how great a man 

rd Salisbury was. It was remarked 
after his retirement just « year ago that 
his disappearance froin public life seemed 
to make singularly little difference. This 
was due no doubt largely to the fact that 
he had then been in ‘faiting health for 
some time, and that he had been holding 
on to office from a sense of public duty 
and at the urgent entreaty of his coll 
when he would gladly have relinquished it, 
Moreover he had ceased for two years to 
hold the office of Foreign Secretary, ‘and it is 
on his conduct of the foreign policy of the 
country that his fame willrest. ‘Chere were 
times when his foreign polioy was criticised 
by supporters as well us opponents ; but his 
{greatness ax a Foreign Minister is now re- 
ised and acknowledged by both great 
Political parties, while the Unionists re- 
cognise that the disastrous split with 
which their party is threatened would 
never haye been possible under his leader- 
ship. Had it not been his own desire 
that he should be buried by the side of his 
wife at Hatfield a place would of course 
have been found for him in Westminister 
Abbey ; but a statue will certainly be raised 
to him there, where the great’ memorial 
service is to be held on Monday. 
The Report of the War Com. 

mission. 

Tt has been a week of sensational events; 
but after the death of the ex-Promier 
nothing hrs created a deeper impression on 
the public mind than the publication of 
the report of the Royal Commission into 
the war The Commissioners have been 
guarded in their recommendations and in 
their conclusions. Indeed as regards. re- 
commendations they have conceived it to 
be their duty rather to call attention to 
the defects of army organisation which 
their enquiry has brought to light than to 
indicate the lines upon which reform should 
be carried out Moreover in order to 
secure unanimity they have been studiously 
modera‘e in their tone and especially care- 
fal in rd to imputing blame. Bat 

i their report revenls a lack of 
organisation and a blundering inetiiciency 
on the part of our army administration 
which justify and more than justify the 
hardest things that were said of the War 

fiice in the darkest days of the early stages 
of the South African War. 

A Terrible Indictment. 

It would ve impossible in the course 
= paragraph or two to give anything 
@ summary of the instances of gross 
mismanagement and lack of preparation 
which the report discloses. Practically it 
comes to this, that during all the months 

































when the danger of war with the Transvaal 
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‘was growing greater and greater practically 
no preparation was made; and moreover 
the preparedness for war which should 
exist at all times considering the millions 
which we spend annually on our army was 
seandalously imperfect. It may be remem- 
Hired that Lord Lensdowne, in the House 
of Lords, threw a large share of the blame 
upon Lord Wolseley ; and since the Com- 
missioners point out that it is the prime 
duty of the Commander-in-Chief to pre- 
pare a plan of campaign in the event of a 
Threatened war, and that no such plan of 
campaign for South Afriea ever was pre- 
pared, Eocd Lansdowne soomas 1 hove boon 
ina great measure justified. But it is 
difficult to see how he ean eseape a lai 
measure of blame himself. On that black 
Monday in December, 1899, and afterwards, 
it was the custom—very naturally—to 
throw the blame on the intelligence De- 
partinent. It was obvious that the Govern 
nent and the War Office had enormously 
under-estimatec the strength and res- 
ources of the Boors; and it was clearly 
the duty of the Intelligence Department 
to keep them informed on these, points 
‘Phe natural conclusion was that the Jn- 
telligence Department hed been wanting in 
ita duty, Now, however, it appears that this 
Department: had done its duty very well— 
remarkably well, indeed, considering the 
very inadequate’ means ‘placed at ite dis- 
postl. ‘They formed a very fair e-timate 
of the Boer strength, and tie fault of our 
‘want of preparation must rest with thove 
‘who failed to give adequate consideration 
to their reports. 


‘The Future. 

‘The worst of it all is that the Commis- 
sioners clearly reveal their conviction that 
even now the lessons of the war have not 
been taken to heart, and that in spite 
of ull Mr, Brodrick’s protestations and pro- 
mises we have no sutlicient ground for 
trusting that « similar danger would not 
find us equally unprepared. ‘This comes 
‘out most clearly in the “notes” which in- 
dividual commissioners haye appended to 
the report.“ Only an extraordinary com- 
bination of fortunate circumstances exter- 
nal and internal,” says Sir George Taubman 
Goldie, “saved the Empire during the 
early months of 1900, and there is no 
renson to expect a ‘repetition of such 








fortune if,. as appears probable, the 
next national emergency finds us. 
discussing our preparations.” Several 


of the Commissioners are of opinion that 
the first step towards putting the organisa- 
tion of the Wat Department. on a sound 
basis should be the adoption of the famous 
recommendation of the Hartington Com- 
mission—the abolition of the office of 
Commander-in Chief and the adoption of 
a system similar to that which prevai 
the Admiralty.

She 
walked out of the hospital in the middle of 
the day a few days ago, and no one kuows 
where she went. Nothing bas been heard 
from her, and although innumerable amateur 
detectives have announced her discovery, 
or xt least clues which must lead to her dis- 
covery, all these stories hare proved baseless 
Tt may seem a little heartless to reflect on 
the conduct of the suffering father in these 
circumstances; but Mr. Hickman hns con- 
ducted himself so injudiciously that he bas 
compelled public notice to be taken of his 
debaviour. He has daily written long 









letters to the papers enlarging on his 
daughter's. merits and_ suggesting wild 
theories as to the cause of her disapperanev. 


First he expressed the conviction that she 
had been enticed away by the Italians and 
held in bondage or worse in the Italian 
colony round Saffron Hill. ‘Then he sus 
pected the Jesuits, and wrote a letter 
making such gross insinuations against that 
order that no newspaper would print the 
ts entirety. It may be unjust to 
Miss Hickman but certainly the effect of 
these letters has been to create a strong 
peemimotico in most people’s minds that 
jer disappearance is due uot to the mis- 
deed of other people but to some act of 
folly on her own part. ‘This impression is 
intensified by a story which appeared yes- 
terday morning, and which would surely 
have been promptly contradicted if untrue, 
to the effect that Miss Hickinan on the 
day of her disappearance had some dis- 
agreement with other members of the staff 
of the hospital and went away in a state 
of great agitation. 

The America Cup. 

There has not heen anything like the 
excitement over this America Cup race 
that there was over the last ; but there is 
nevertheless keen disappointment at the 
result of the races so faras they have gone. 
Shamrock’s chances are not absolutely 
gone. At the time I write Relinnce has 
Won only two races; but in one of these 
and in both the abortive races the English 
acht appeared to be so thoroushly out- 
classed that we have given up all hope. It 
is to be hoped that Sir Thomas Lipton, if 
he makes another bid for the Cup, will be 
a little less prodigal of his protestations of 
absolute confidence of bringing home the 
prize. However, he has proved himself 
an excellent sportsman, and for his own 
sake as well as for the sake of the nationa 
Bride it is hoped that “he will go in again 
and win.

‘The Humbert Case. 

The trial of Madame Humbert, hor 
husband and her two brothers, Emile and 
Romain Daurignac, on various charges of 
forgery and swindling, has reached its 

Stage to-day in the Seine Assize 
Court, after ocoupying a whole fortnight. 
As I write, the verdict is not yet known, 
but, unless the jury takes an incredibly 
lenient view of the doings of “Ja grande 
‘Thérése,” a few hours more will consign 
her to a place where her persuasive tongue 
will be lable to rust for want of oper. 
tunity to uso it. Everyone is familiar 
with the history of the affaire: the alleg- 
ed bequest of am immense fortune to 
‘Théréso Humbert by an American named 
Crawford ; the opposition set up by two 
supposed ‘sons of the equally supposed 
testator; the offer of a compromise by 
the sons on condition that one of them 
should marry Marie Daurignac, Madame 
‘Humbert’s sister; the alleged deposit of 
the fortune, m the shape of securities, 
in Madame Humbert’s safe, pending the 
result of litigation between her and the 
Crawfords; the negotiation of imnienso 
loans and ‘the acquisition of estates on 
the strength of these millions; the ex- 

sure effected by a Paris newspaper, tho 
“Matin ;” the order by a judge to open 
tho safe; the flight of the entire family 
to Spain; the discovery that the safe 
contained nothing mo.o valuable than a 
demonetised halfpenny ; the painful un- 
easiness of the politicians and other in- 
fluential personages who attended Ma- 
dame Humbort’s receptions and were not 
chary of asking her for favours such as at 
muléimillionairess can bestow upon her 
friends ; the arrest of tho fugitives last 
December, their return to Paris and the 
failure of the investigating magistrates 
to get any satisfaction out of them ; the 
smash of the Rente Viagire, a’ life- 
pension company founded by the indofa- 
tigable Thér’se; and the rest. 


Madame at Bay. 

‘The evidence did not roveal any new 
features of importance. ‘The case had 
been so thoroughly investigated and dis- 
cussed in the newspapers that the gist of 
every witness's evidence was known be- 
fore ho opened his mouth. ‘The reat in- 
terest of the trial lay in the attitude of 
the prisoners, and expecially in that of 
Madame Humbert. ‘That remarkable wo- 
man did not helie her reputation for 
enerzs. She did nat even wait till the 
reading of the indictment was over to 
ative the court a taste of her quality, bnt 
exclaimed in the middle of it: “They've 

it fifteen months over that mass of 
lies!” During her examination she was 
perpetually bursting forth into torrents 
of verbiage. She was particularly irre- 
levant whenever a direct question of an 
awkward kind was put to her. She was 
like a restive horse perseveringly led up 
to suspicious water and invited to drink. 
Time after time the president made a 
sudden home-thrust at her. Sho always 
avoided it, but in the end her erasivenses 
produced a very unfavourable impression. 
Had she not whetted the public curiosity 
by promising to reveal a painful secrot at 
tho close of the trial, interest in her 
doings would have waned considerably. 
As it was the demand for seats percepti- 
Bly decreased as early as the third day 
and did not revive until all the evidence 
had been given and the time for the 
promised revelation was drawing near. 
Her attitude, in general, was that of a 
victim of circumstances. IF she had nob 
been forced to leave the country her life- 
pension scheme would have gone on and 
prospered; if she had not been victimised 
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by usurers there would hare been no 
trouble at all, and so on. She repeated 
over and over again, in season and out 
of season, that the fortune cxisted, that 
the Crawfords existed, and that everyone 
would be paid in full." She protested that 
she desired to throw full light on the 
whole affair, but when the president in-~ 
vited her to disclose all she knew, she 
sought refuge in delay. ‘The :sost charit- 
able construct.on to put on her conduct 
‘was that she was the victim of a fixed 
idea and had grown to believe firmly in 
the legacy story. Her advocate, Maitre 
Labori, fought pluckily. He did not fail 
to take advantage of every weak point in 
‘the case for the prosecution, but it was 
impossible to obscure the main fact that 
Madame Humbert had obtained large 
sums of money on the strength of a for- 
tune she declared to be locked up in her 
safe, and that when the safe was opened 
the money was not there. All Madame 
Humbert’s loquacity was powerless to 
overcome this stubborn fact. Again, 
could any reasonable being doubt that sf 
the Crawfords ever existed they awould 
havo come forward long ago? in’ these 
days of world-wide publietty and news- 
Paper enterpnse it is simply incredible 
that no trace of the mysterious brothers 
could be found. Their last appearance in 
the flesh was at Bayonne in 1901, where 
they signed a power of attorney ‘in con- 
nection with the litigation; “but both 
the notary and his clerk identified the 
Crawfords as Emile and Romain Daurig- 
nae, and the similarity of their hand. 
writing with the Crawford signatures was 
too evident to need expert demonstra. 
tion. The absence of -the original will 
was another damining circumstance. A 
Will bequeathing millions is a thing io 
be taken care of and cherished bythe 
beneficiary, but this was not Madame 
Humbert’s' way. To cover the gap the 
offer to compromise, signed by the Craw. 
fords, was brought ‘in, and it. proved a 
master, stroke. “Iv provided a ‘basis for 
interminable litigation on side issues, so 
that the existence of the fortune came 
granted, and enabled

GENERATION 5 BOILERS. 

Considering tho conditions under 
which the boilers have been work- 
jog almost continuously, allowing very 
litle time for cleaning, their con- 
dition is satisfactory. ‘the 350 H. P. 
fratertubo boiler which it has not been 

ible to slut down, cu account of the 
Toitness of reserve power available, is 
ill giving good resulte. ‘The Lancashire 
oilers have Teen inspected inside and it 
qeoms to me that although the cracks in 
the furnace flues aro not of » more serious 
nainre, yet it will be necessary to have 
new plates inserted next year, when the 
new boilers are installed and the existing 
‘ones can be spared from service. Except- 
ing tho above-mentioned defects the 
general condition was excellent. All the 
theck valves and blow off cocks have been 
overhauled and refitted. 

DISTRIBUTION, HIGH TENSION FEEDERS. 

‘The feeder supplying the Broadway dis- 
trict has been completed ; it follews the 
Fearon Road from the Electricity Works 
thence via Seward and Boone Roads to 
the Brondway where a 12KW. Ferranti 
tank transformer is stationed. This is 
already supplying energy to shops in 
the Broadway, including those under the 
ew wing of the Astor House. ‘Ten new 
shops have recently been wired by the 
installation branch of the department, (in 
the above locality) which are now elec- 
trically lighted. 
ew loop feeder for the Western 
ot, vii Sinza is completed. ‘The 
route taken by this feeder is_along the 
tanks of Soochow Creek, which is erossed 
by tho Tibet Road bridge. At Sinza 
Road, near the Gas Works the line 
divides, one section feeding into the Town 
Hall sub-station by way of Lloyd Road 
thilst the other follows the Sinza Road 
to Carter Road; connection is made with 
the mains: in Bubbling Well Road at the 
intersection of that road with the Carter 
Road. Eventually all the high tension 
feeders will be split up into sections so 
that in the event of one section break- 
ing down or being shut off for repairs or 
other reasons, tho sub-stations may be 
fed through the remaining sections. ‘This 
arrangement when carried out in its en- 
tirety’ will practically mean a duplication 
of all our feeders. ‘They will purposely 
uot ho carried along the same routes, as 
by so doing the advantage of duplication 
would to w great extent be lost; for if 
ine line of poles were damaged, the two 
halves‘of the feeder would simultaneously 
suffer. ‘The work of duplicating, or to 
he more correct, the work of completing 
the Ring System will have to be carried 
out more or less gradually, but it must 
bo borne in mind that the greater im- 
munity from serious supply interruptions 
anply repays the increased capital ex- 
penditure which such schemes m: 
involve. 

High tension mains have also been ex- 
tended along Yates Road and Weihaiwei 
Road to feed the tank transformer sup- 
plying consumers in that particular part. 

LOW TENSION MISTRIBUTORS. 

Low tension distributing mains have 
been extended or enlarged in the follow- 
ing roads: —Kiangse, Weihaiwei, Mohawk, 
Yuhang, N. Szechuen, Range, N. Honan, 
Haskell, Peitaiho, Ward, Woosung, Shan- 
se, Seward, and Nanzing.

Both the engines have arrived, the 
first one is already detivored at the Works, 
the second is now being transported.

Clause 7 
says: “Whatever view may be taken of 
the proper limits, if any, which can be 
set to municipal’ trading, it is clearly 
important, that, wherever it exists, rate- 
payers should not be Jess fully and 
continuously informed of the success or 
failure of each undertaking than if they 
were shareholders in an ordinary trading 
ccmpany.” Then under heading “audit” T 
read: ‘The commission recommends that 
it be certified “that separate accounts of 
all trading undertakings have been kept, 
and that every charge which each ought 
to bear has been duly debited; and that 
auditors should be required to express an 
opinion upon the necessity of reserve 
funds, of amounts set aside to meet de- 
preciation and obsolescence of plant in 
addition to the statutory sinking funds, 
and of the adequacy of such amounts.” 
These oxtracts are interesting. Pa 
sonally, I am of opinion that private 
































enterprise, supposing the trader has 
knowledge of his trade and pursues it 
keenly with energy and ability, has but 
little to fear from official trading. Fur-

THE FAIRY FLATS. 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norru-Carxa Day News.’ 


Sin,—Nos. 174 and 176 Special Notices 
to Mariners recently issued by the Imperial 
Maritime Customs concernin, 
wrecks within 3 few miles of one another 
in the fairway at the entrance of the 
Yangtze River give warning of such very 
different treatment of these obstructions 
that I would be glad if any one could give 
ime any information of the reason of this. 

No. 174 reads “The Fairy Wreck un- 
lighted Buoy will be replaced by a gas- 
lighted Bell Buoy, etc., etc.,” then **Note— 
The Fairy Wreck .. Buoy will lie in a 
direct line between the two Light Vessels on 
which line the best water over the Flats 
is to be found.” 

No. 176 notifies “The Wreck of a Junk 
++ = lies sunk on the Fairy Fints between 
the Tungsha Light Vessel and the Fait 
Wreck Buoy . . . about 2} miles S.59 E. 
of the Fairy Wreck Buoy. Steps are being 








taken to remove her at once.” Now I 
would ask if it is expedient to do away 
with one of these dangers why not the 
other? The gas-lighted Buoy which has 
been place! over tie first-quoted danger 
isin my opivion a mistake, and I see no 
reason why this obstruction exactly in 
the line of deepest water should not 
be removed. Owing to the strong tides 
of the Yangtze and the manner in 
which the floating beacons are moored, 
or, it may be, constructed, it is extremely 
difficult to make out the lights at night 
unless only at the times of slack water. 
‘The buoys lie even at such an angle that 
the glass lenses surrounding the flame 
xetually lessen instead of increasing its 
intensity, and at times during the spring 
tides they are invisible, until quite close to. 
Deep-draught ships when’ crossing the 
Fairy Flats, owing to the scanty water here, 
very often ‘drag through the mud, and a 
vessel in this predicament finds a great 
difficulty in steering. 

Let us take a case. A dark night, a little 
hazy, with a stroug spring ebb running 
about 5 knots. A heavily laden steamer 
is straining every nerve to make ber 
way across these shoals and being most 
anxious to get out wishes to keep in the 
deepest water. A strict look-out is being 
kept for the Wreck Buoy but owing to the 
strength of the current and the consequent 
angle at which the light is lying it is nob 
sighted until close to and then right ahead, 
The helm is put hard over to clear it and 
before the course can be regained tho 
water has shoaled a foot or so and the 
vessel is fast until the rising tide floats her 
agai 

‘As ships proceeding with the current 
are moving at varying speeds from ten to 
twelve knots au hour at this spot and trafic 
is here fairly plentiful, this buoy will prove

Two positions in the Lower Yangtze, for 
instance, where a great range of visibility 
would not be required, might be very 
beneficially marked with these lighted 
bescons. I refer to the S. E. point of the 
Woosung Spit—at present there is au 
unlighted buoy moored on the N. E. edge 
of ithis shoal—about 1 cable North of

was agreeably surprised to see his Majesty 
Kuang Hsii, during the narrator’s stay 
in Peking of six months, enjoying the 
very best of health and mnently pos- 
sessing an appetite five times as large as 
formerly. This will be welcome news to 
all friends and subjects of the unfor- 
tunate Emperor, whose desire to reform 


his country and introduce prosperity into 
it by means of Western arts and sciences 
resulted so unluckily for himself and hig 
advisers in 1898. It is to be hoped that 
with better health and a maturer know. 
ledge of men and things strengthened 
and chastened by adversity his Majesty 
Kuang Hsé may soon succeed to’ the 
supreme Goveruinent of his Empire in 
order to save it by timely reform from 
the rapacity of foreign foes and inside 
traitors. 


Viceroy Tsen Ch‘un-hsuen. 

A telegram from Canton ‘received yes- 
terday by the local mandarins reports 
the return to that city from Wuchou, 
Kuangsi, on the 28th September of HE. 
Tsén Ch'un-hsuen, Viceroy of the Two 
Kuang provinces.’ H.E. brought back 
only a few of the hundred odd officials 
who accompanied him to Kuangsi nearly 
three months ago, the majority of them 
having been appointed by H.E. to take 
the places of the incapable Taotais, pre- 
fects, sub-prefects and district magis- 
trates whom he had for various good 
reasons displaced, 


Bad News for Marshal Su. 

It is reported from Peking that some- 
thing has lately turned the Empress 
Dowager against ex-Marshal Su and that, 
in consequence, it is quite probable that 
he will not be able to procure a more 
lenient sentence beyond that of decapita- 
tion after the autumn assizes this year, 
which will be near the end of this month, 
It was at first thought that the ex-Marshal 
had bought pardon of some sort, but if 
our Peking correspondent’s dispatch is 
true “the deal is off” and death by 
decapitation very near. 











THE LATE 
MR. JAMES KEENAN.

The gun- 
carriage was in charge of Sergt. Stewart 
and driven by Drivers Champion and 
Barnes. On either side were the pall- 
bearers, Sergts. Burrett and Thompson, 
Corpls.’ Champion and Wallace, Bom. 
bardiers Dahl and Nagel, and Gunners 
Lynch and Mealister. Immediately fol- 
lowing the coffin were carried the 
deceased’s accoutrements, cons‘sting of 
his hat, belt and rifle, followed by the 
remainder of the Company present. In 
all, between 40 and 50 of the Artillery 
Company turned out, and considering 
that the strength of the Company num- 
bers 56, and some are down with dengue 
fever, the complement was alike a credit 
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to the Company and a testimonial to the 
popularity of the deceased. © Amongst 
those who also took part in the procession 
cand were attendant at the grave side 
‘were Major Brodie Clarke, ex-Commander 
of the Artillery; Captain and Adjutant 
Wedemeyer; Capt. G. V. T. Marshall, 
the present Commander of the Battery, 
and his officers. The Directors of the 
Shanghai Horse Bazaar Company, Ld., 
were represented by Messrs. A. W. 
Burkill and James Tulloch, and Mr. 
Henry Symons was also in attendance. 
‘The latter art of the procession consisted 
of a long string of carriages, some who were 
unable to attend sending vacant carriages 
asa mark of respect. As the cortdge pro- 
ceeded up the Bubbling Well Road, many 
carriages joined the procession until it 
seemed alinost interminable, After enter- 
ing the Cemetery grounds, opposite the 
Chapel, the coffin was removed from the 
gun-carringe and carried into the Chapel, 
where the burial service was opened by the 
Rev. ©. J. Symons. During the service 
there must have been quite 100 people 
within the Chapel and as many more 
outside. Tho concluding portion of 
the service was read at the grave-side, 
after which the firing party fired three 
volleys, the bugler sounding the 
reveillé and the last post. During the 
day the flags of the Shanghai Horse 
Barawr, the Recreation Club, and the 
Shanghai Race «Club were balf-inasted. 
The deceased was not a member of the 
latter Club and therefore the fact of the 
Club's flag being half-masted must he 
taken as a special compliment and indicat 
ing ealuable servies.

PRICE OF CONSOLS. 


In view of Reuters telegram on Thursday 





morning on the great fall in Consol, the 
following particulars from the “ Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica” are interesting :— 

‘The lowest price ever quoted for Con- 
sols was 473 on the 20th September 1797, 
owing to the meeting at the Nore; the 
highest was 114 in 1896, owing to scarcity 
of stock, the operation of the sinking fund, 
and the demand for investments of Savings 
Bunk moneys. 

In 1817 the amount of British govern- 
ment stock per head of the population was 
£40 10 ; in 1896 this figure had decreased 
to £14 12. The ordinary law of supply 
and demand would therefore in any case 
tend to increase the price of Government 
stock. This has always happened. The 
amount of Three per cents diminished 
from 528 millions in 1817 to 498 in 1812, 
and to 497 in 1837; and the average prices 












inthese years wore 73,83, and90 ; additions 
were made to the stock, and in 1847 (the 
amount being 510 millions) the price was 
362; again the amount decressed and in 
1852 (600 millions) the price was 98; then 
great conversion raised the amount to 743 
miillions in 1854, and the price went daws 
to 903; but in i887 the amount decreased 
by about 20 millions, and the price rose 
well above par, and though the reduction 
in interest in'1888 set back the price, 
it rose aguin xs the amount of avail: 
able stock diminished. Many causes. into, 
which it is not necessary to enter, operated 
no doubt in keeping up the demand for| 
British government credit, however, xpart| 
from the fact that in 1882 there were 689!

Sinking Fund purposes (in order 10 obtain 
stock, to redeem debt on the increased 
seale already indicated) operated as an 
abnormal cause for sending the price of 
Consols high above per. Even at that 
figure (the average prices for Consols being 
101y; in 1894, 106), in 5, 110} in 
1898, 11244 in 1897, 110}4 in 1898, and 
having fallen owing to the war pro- 
spects—in 1899), it was difficult for the Go- 
verninent brokers to obtain Consols, and it 
was principally owing to the state of things

To 
quote Professor Saito’s own words: 

“What is wanted is a good daily paper, 
and in default of that, a weekly, in simple, 
easy English within’ the reach of the 
ordinary student. It is on this mission 
that the *Yorozu Weekly’ cumes to address 
the student class of Japan. The original 
‘Yoruzn,’ of whose kind permission we 
are going to avail ourselves, to transfer 
its contents to our news columns, un- 
doubtedly stands first on the list of 
popular papers. It shall be the study of 
our staff to make its English cousin as 
attractive as ible to the class 
of men for whom it is intended; 
‘and should it prove any inducement to 
reading out of school hours, the ‘ Yorozu 
Weekly? will not have been born in 
vain.” 

The contents of the first number go to 
prove that the editor has the journalistic 
instinct as well developed as the scholas- 
tic. Following the introductory leader 
or essay from which the extract above is 
taken, come two pages of ‘Notes of the 
Week.” Among others of more serious 
import, dealing with political affairs, we 
find paragraphs such as the following, 
which we reproduce as much for the 
idiomatic character of its English as 
for the amusing nature of the circum- 
stances described :— 

“Yamamoto Rinzo, a young dandy from 
Hiratsuka, was a delivery-man in the 
service of the ‘Iromateu,’ a beef-house 
in Ushigome. Being somewhat of a 
‘lady-killer,’ the conquests he has made 
have run up to sixteen, and that in a 
brief time. Playing the beau is all very 
nice, yet being short of cash is not quite 
so pleasant.

What was his surprise when the sixteen 
sweethearts proceeded in a body, as if by 
concert, to his new home on the 
Bist ult., to have bis promise of marriage 
made good? He took the very first cliance 
of getting away. The rice-dealer hay 
pened to call to collect his bill, and the 
gir's told him the truth, so the swindle 
‘was discovered on the 2nd inst.”

In “Scribner's Magazine” for August— 
not inappropriately styled “ Fiction Num- 
ber” there appears an article entitled ‘The 
Flying Russian” which recalls to mind 
the puzzle that has worried Anglo-Chinese 
readers for so many years past, namely, 





Why is it that no one ever seems to. 
write a short story, the scene of which is 
laid in China, without betraying the most 
lamentable ignorance of the country and 
the manners and customs of its people 1” 
One wonders whether other Oriental 
countries are libelled in the same manner- 
and whether the thrilling tales one reads 
of Turkish Harem and Arabian Mosque, of 
the fanatical Dervish and the mysterious. 
‘Thug, have any more claims to verisimi 
Titude than have our old friends 
Girl Pirate of Peking,” the *Taotai 
ooing” or the “Tragedy of the Wang-

Small wonder that when such blood- 
curdling stories of everyday life in the 
Far East are read out at the family fireaide. 
at home, our relatives tremble for the 
safety of their dear ones in Shanghai and 
Hongkong ! 

‘The constant reader of the Sixpenny 
Magazine grows wary by dearly-bought. 
experience xnd learns to avoid the story of 
Chinese life with the same unerring instinct 
that reveals to him the Mother Seige! wolf" 
clothed in lamb-like prose. Moreover there 
are usually pictures to act as beacons and 
give timely warning of his danger, #0 that. 
& glance at one of those strange, but to. 
home readers apparently acceptable, pro- 
ductions, where » convential Chinaman ie 
depicted making love to a Japanese girl in 
a willow-pattern garden, is more than 
enough to betray the serpent lurking in, 
the grass! 

But somotimes—as in the present. 
instance—disarmed by the respectability 
of the magazine and urged by that morbid 
curiosity which so often proves man’s—and 
especially woman’s—undoing, one rashly 
embarks on one of these stories, Hence 
these tears. 

With the plot of the Flying Russian” 
we do not desire to quarrel: every man, 
has a right to tell his own story in his own 
way. To it inay be applied the remark with 
which Mr. Jingle on a famous occasion 
summarised his varied experiences—'* not 
extraordinary, but singular 

A Macao Portugese, who is on friendly 
terms with the Viceroy of Tientsin—why 
not ‘engages an American army officer 
to manage a gold mine somewhere in the 
North of China. His seven predecessors 
ve been murdered by the Viceroy’s 
orders in order to facilitate the out- 
put froin the mine being converted 
to His Excellency’s own use—a risky 
proceeding in these days of telegraphs 
and expeditionary forces, only to be 
justified by success ! There is a mysterious 
Russian whose Christian name is Smith— 
again why not ?—who comes and goes in 
{the Russian Consul’s carriage and has a 
‘habit of turning up accidentally in all 
sorts of unlikely places ;'a- missionary who 
has been fifty-five years in the country and 
whose great ambition is to evangelise 
‘Tibet: a charming girl who combines a 
knowledge of firearms with » naively 
affectionate disposition—and, of course, 

there, ate Boxers, thousands ‘of them, but 
not happily of 'a very deadly species. 
This fs all’ very plonsent and agreoatle, 
| and I am not going to spoil the author's 
i story by relating what happened when all 
these ingredients xre mixed up. Nothing 
is really impossible in China, and stranger 
things have happened than are here set out. 
| But—when we come to the framework of 

the story, the setting of gold in which this 

gem of the imagination should fittingly 
have heen clasped, then we are obliged to 
l express the strong conviction that the 
| author does not know what he is talking 
about, and Lo protest against such sorry 
stuff being given the publicity of a high 
class magazine, 

“The tall blonde soldier, careless to his 
own ruin, and the short dark commercial 
adventurer” are ushered into the presence 
of the Viceroy. ‘The latter, according to 
one of the full-page illustrations which 
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illuminate the text, is attired in full 
ceremonial dress—a somewhat unusual 
costume in which to receive commercial ad- 
yenturers—and before him stands a smok- 
ing incense burner which has apparently 
wandered in from a neighbouring temple. 
‘hese are, however, details the originality 
of the artist’s conception lies in the bearded 
foreigner (the mysterious Smith) who is 
seated at the Viceroy’s right hand, smok- 
ing a Chinese pipe in the most natural 
manner and “gazing fixedly at the opposite 
wall.” Under these novel circumstances 
the following highly realistic conversation 
then takes place :—Dodds (the M.P.) 
«§ lowly entreating foreigner hopes that 
the all-wise Viceroy’s mother is well.” 
‘The Viceroy (fully entoring into the 
joke) replies: ‘* My noble mother pro- 
spers.” The conversational opening of 
enquiry after an official's mother is, we 
imagine, quite original and not to be found 
in any Chinese ‘* Ollendorf ” yet: published. 
Any reference to a gentleman's female 
relations is usually avoided in China, 
except under special circumstances which 
need not be specified in this place. ‘Tho 
form of the Viceroy’s reply is equally 
new and felicitous, ‘My noble mother 
prospers!” Old, homely, foolish, kind 
anything but ‘noble when referring 
to one’s own family in polite society. 
This entertaining, but — unscrupulous, 
satrap then facetiously enquires if the 
American is grandfather — seeing 
that he wears a moustache — ‘Only 
those who have the joy of seeing them- 
selves twice reproduced should wear 
maustaches,” and having nodded like a 
wooden image and volunteered the in- 
formation that he can only repeat five 
thousand quotations from the classics, 
he takes his visitors out into the garden 
where he shows them the tablets w 
he has thoughtfully raiscd to two of 
murdered mauagers. 

‘Aud so on—ad nauseain ! 

Now if this had formed part of the 
libretto of a comic opera, its humour might 
have been justified; and, hidden in the 
pages of a penny dreadful, nothing could 
Poltnged against it, But when it appears 
in large type, and signed, in one of the 
best-known of American magazines, one 
can only marvel that the great and cn- 
lightened American public should put up 
with such balderdash. If after fifty years’ 
of American missionary work in China, 
after founding colonies in the China Sea, 
after sending armies of soldiers and tourists 
across the Pacific, the general knowledge 
of this great country and its people is so 
insignificant that travesties like “A Fly- 
ing Russian” are accepted and -rend in 
“eultured” circles in the States, we can 
only say that the heathen Chinese is not 
the only person who stands badly in need 
of enlightenment ! 

It will be answered that a Magazine 
editor cares nothing for local coloar, cor- 
rectness of detail, and so forth : that ‘what 
he wants is astory with a plot which will 
interest or amuse; something that will go 
with “a snap and bang;” that, will above 
all help to make the paper sell. True ; 
but in journalism does good workmanship 
count for nothing? If the artist takes pains 
with the lights and shades in the back- 
ground of-his picture; if the public speaker 
Taboriously cultivates a good delivery; if 
the politician grubs in dusty blue books 
to ‘get up” his facts; why should not the 
writer take equal pains to present his 


stories in a reasonable and natural manner? 















Palmer, who has 
apparently vi » submitted the 
manuscript of his ‘Flying Russian” say to 
any Shanghai Public School boy, before 
sending it to be printed, he would have 
avoided the many grotesque errors into 
which he has fallen and possibly have pro- 
duced something worth reading. 

In justica to “ Scribusr’s” it must be 
‘said that thé majority of the atories which 
make up the number are of quite a different 











class to the one ‘under review. There is a 
cleverly written. albeit somewhat far- 
fetched, story of a lady who has a rough 
and tumble struggle with a burglar of 
gentlemanly instincts on the bed-room floor 
while her husband ostentatiously snores 
under the bed-clothes. The latter, of 
course, takes all the credit for the burglar’s 
subsequent capture, but the lady, having 
recovered her jewels, very properly con: 
nives at his escape. 

Another readable tale is of a young 
American girl who falls in love with a 
Cornish knight disguised ns a boatman, 
prettily told with a somewhat obvious end- 
ing : but the gem of the collection, “ Miss 
Martin's Hour” by Annie O'Hagan, tells

THE QUESTION OF AN 
ANGLO-RUSSIAN 
ARRANGEMENT.

Port Arthur, 3ed (16th) September. 


The “Novi Krai” of Port Arthur has 
alway. onthusiasti favour of 
rappr nt —not an 
for the clear-sightel editor of 
that paper sees that on account of the 
great complexity of the interests of both 
countries, anything in the nature of a 
nice ix oue of the questi 
able debate which tovk 
towards the end of July last in the British 
House of Commons on the question 
Manchuria, and in the course of whi 
Sir Edward Grey asked why the En, 
Government should not try to come to 
some agreemen’ with Russia on Far 
Eastern questions,—this debate gives the 
Port Arthur paper'a fresh opportunity of 
expressing itself on this subject Its issue 
of 31 Aug. (13 Sopt.) contains the fol- 
lowing leader on this question :— 

“The ‘Novi Krai” has published a 
whole series of articles dealing with the 
theoretical bases of rapprochement 
between Russia and England with the 
object of joint action in the Far East and 
for the good of the world in general. ‘The 
arguments which we made use of were sufli- 
ciently powerful, we should think, to con- 
vince the readers of the “ Novi Krai” that 
our theory was rational and that at the 
same time it had any amount of vitality. 

“Tn order to ascertain what field there 
was for the propagation of this idea among 
the Euglish governing classes, newspapers, 
and people, the “Novi Krai” recently 
dispatched Mr. E. S. Levitoff; a regular 
cullaborator, to London, thus showing 
in a sufficiently striking’ manner the im- 
portance it attached to an arrangement 

jetween England and Russia. 

“A considerable interval of time has 
elapsed since we first cast the seed of this 
idea in the field of international polities, and 
during that time a number of events 
which necessarily modify the relations of 
the European Powers towards each other, 
have taken place. The most impoitaut of 
these events all, the rapprochement be- 
tween our ally France and England, the 
signs that we are about to see the com- 
































mencement vf the end of the Anglo-

American trusts, and, to crown 
revolution in the Balkan Peninsnla, 
‘These circumstances have prepared the 
field for a rapprochement between Russin 
and England, and we flatter ourselves 
therefore that the seed we cast has not 
perished by the roadsid 

“Tn our ‘Colonial Review ’ we translate 
elsewhere an account of a debate on the 
Chinese question which recently took 
place in the English Parliament, and on 
reading that debate readers of the “ Novi 
Krai” will be convinced, if they were not 
convinced before, that the question 
of an Anglo-Russian alliance existing 
only in theory up to the present, 
has} now entered into the domain of practi- 
cal polities. 

“A decree issued from the Imperial 
Russian Throne on the 30th of July last 
lnid stress on the fact that the political 
question in the Far East was worthy of 
far more attention than the political ques- 
tion in the Near East and in the West. 

“Te would appear to us that such an 
overwhelmingly authoritative reference to 
this question shouit once for all have given 
the key note to Russian official circles, to tt; 
Russian Press, and to the Russian publice 
but we find, to our greatastonishment, that, 
far from concentrating, in accordance with 
the Imperial desire, the attention of the 
Public on the affairs of the Far Enst, the 
Press of Russia proper has «lirected the 
attention of the people as much as possible 
to the course of events in the Bilkan 
Peninsula, and thus cooled the ardour with 
which the Public once followed the hay 
penings in the Far East. ‘This serves to 
explain the astonishing circumstance that 
in spite of its importance for Russia the 
account which we publish to-day of the 
debate which took plice in the House of 
Commons in London toward the bexianing 
ofJuly has not up to the present been 
noticed either in special telegrams or in 
leading articles by the great nowspapera 
of St. Petersburg.

None of tlie stations 
on the lino was suficiently provided with 
food or drinkable water. The repairs to 
tho railway which were carried on even 
at night, provented me from sleeping, 
and you can imagine what a wretched 
condition I was in. 

“Soon after 3 Yuentai station, 
the train stopped to go no further. I was 
obliged to leave it and to start on foot 
an the rain toward Liaoyang. ‘The Man- 
churian mud stuck to me faithfully ! 
After oxperiencing many hardships, I 
reached Liaoyang. There I was told that 
uo train would leave for Port Arthur 
because the three largest railway bridges 
had boen ‘destroyed by the floods; nor 
could I continue my journey any longer 
by land during this bad season. There 
was no other means available than to take 
a steamer for Yingkou. From the latter 
port I again took a steamer for Chefoo 
whence I have just arrived here. To- 
morrow I will go to Port Arthur whero 
J expect to call on Admiral Alexeieff. 

“As shown abore, my Manchurian 
journey was one of the hardest trips I 
ever hed in my life. But it gave me a 

reat lesson. The imperfect condition of

But the worst feature of the situati 
is that fully doublo the number of public 
servants needed are employed. This, to- 
gether with the exorbitant salaries paid, 
shows what might be accomplished in the 
way of public “improvements if the 1 
venues of the Islands were economically 
expended. While the business men of 
Manila do not favour any reduction of 
revenue, {hey do favour a Substantial cut 
in the exorbitant salaries of officials and 
uther sources of leakage which will enable 
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the Government to borrow at least one 
hundred millions of dollars gold with 
which to build highways, railways, and 
other necessary public ” improvements. 
This would open up these Islands from 
ond to end and increase production a 
lundredfold. Recognising this fact, the 
Iusiness men of the Philippines are’ will- 
ing to pay every cent they can stand for 
this purpose, but they aro tired of wear- 
ing themselves to their withers paying 
exorbitant salaries to public officials ‘who 
know little and care less about the com- 
mercial interests of the Archipelago. 
They see the Civil Government here 
expending practically $2,000,000, local 
currency, on what’ is known as the 
Benguet road—and for what  purposo?

The 
American people—at least those who 
have made America the strongest and 
richest and most progressive nation on 
carth—beliove that civilisation can come 
only through material prosperity.

vanced civilisation is lo come to the 
natives of these Islands it must come to 
them as it came to the American people. 

They see the Civil Government instruct- 
ing the heads of mechanical departments 
that under no circumstances are the 
native apprentices under their direction 
to be required to do labour which might 
offend the esthetic tastes of the educated 
Filipino; and this in face of the fact that 
thero is scarcely a successful business man 
in the United States who has not seryed 
his apprenticeship with the broom.

Dif- 
ferent nations, however, have different 
standards of thought, and what we should 
call an atrocity would in Turkey be class- 
ed as an excess of zeal deserving a slight 
reprimand. ‘The rulers of a country are, 
1 perbaps, responsible for the local stand- 
Jard; and tho Turks rule Macedonia. The 
Bulgarian rerolutionists probably have 
done terriblo things, especially to any 
one suspected of being a traitor or a spy; 
but Inerer succeeded — in actually 
establishing a case, and have never met 
any ono other than a Greek or Turk who 
had. One day last May I was told by 
the Vali of Salonika that 2 band of Bul- 
garians bad suddenly attacked the in- 
ciiensive inhabitants of Monastic with 
bombs; that a skirmish had ensued in 
which some unfortunate Turks had boen 
terribly mauled and a few Christians kill- 
cd.

Consular reports and Constanti- 
nople correspondents are most particular 
on this point, and imply that the revolu- 
tion is entinely an artificial one—the work 
of professional agitators, who with their 
own political designs wander round the 
country inciting the people to revolt, and 
performing horrible outrages on tliose 
who do not fall in with their ideas. I 
spent. three months trying to establish 
this fact, and failed. For they seem to 
be all revolutionists at heart—Bulgarian, 
Sorvian, Greck, Wallachian, Albanian— 
even the Turk himself if you got him out 
of range of a mosque or a Government 
Konak; the Bulgarians alone have the 
spirit to say so; the others prefer to 
grin and bear it, and meanwhile, to make 
the most of a splendid opportunity of 
ingratiating themselves with their ruler 
oppose the Bulgarian tooth and nail.

Re THE DRATH oF James KEENAN. 

An inquest was opened at the Shantung 
Roa'l Mortuary concerning the circum: 
stances attending the death of James 
Keenan, which occurred suddenly in the 
Race Club enclosure early on the mornit 
of the 28th ultimo. 

The juny having viewed the body, 

James Tulloch, ‘sworn, suid he identified 
the body as that of James Keenan, lately 
in the employ of the Shanghai Horse 
Bazaar Co, Ld. He was on the Race 
Course that moroing when decessed’s 
death occurred. He did not see the 
accident. He saw deceased carried on the 
ambulance into the members’ dressing 
room. Dr. Marshall was in attendance. 
Dr. Paulun was also there and said that 
the deceased was quite dead when in the 
dressing room. 

At this stage, the inquest was adjourned 
until 10 a.m. the next day, at H. B, M. 
Consulate.

nce the issue of our last circular on the 24th instant, there has been little business done from first hands, but in some quarters 
there is a feeling that there is rather more movement in the market.

‘Tho following are Extracts from the Trude Reports of Shanghai and Ningpo. 

SHANGHAL.—From a statistical point of view the year 1902 was very satisiactory as both Imports and. Exports, showed very 
large increases, Coton Goods alone were responsible for the increase in Imports, the total value being Hk. 99,000,000 or 27 
Million more than the previous year. Although satisfactory from a Roventic standpoint, this enormous advance was more the 
result of over-trading, as the heavy stocks at 30th Juno and 3lst December 1¥02, clearly proved, than due to actual improvement 
indemand. For the merchants engaged in the trade, both Foreign and Native, the year did not sh ow very good results. -'TrENTsts 
opened weil but the serious drop in the value of their Tael intoriered greatly with Imports, and, for a time, completely put a stop to 
Business. Newonwaxe also suffered from the same cause and then, in addition to this, came the collapse in sterling exchange. A 
number ofthe largest, Piece Gands dealers in Suaxitat wore very heavily hit by the latter, as they had sold a quantity of cargo 
(bought by them on a sterling basis) to the morchants before the drop and noglected to settle theit Exchange. In addition to this 
they had to bear the cost of carrying the caryo left on their hands owing to the cessation of demand from the North and with Native 
Interest ata vory high level, this proved most expensive. Altogether the year, which opened wo auspiloualy, ended in very reduced 

ofits nl in somo cases showed actual lowes. ‘The Export Trade lid not sliow up so well as was to have beon expected, aide! at 
Te was by the low Exchange. ‘Tho Sidé Crop was a failure and the quantity available for Export was very much below the average 
of previous years. Owing, however, to the higher level of prices, consequont upon the very short crop, the value of the Silé exported 
‘was fully equal t» previous years and it is satisfactory to learn that on the whole this branch was profitable for those engaged in it. 
‘The Chinese Corton Crop only yielded hali its normal amount and the Local Mills were seriously handicapped by the abnormally 
high prices of the raw material. In faco of this it is strange to read in the report that “There was aq increase of 27 million taels in 
“the value of Native produce exported. ‘To this increase Karo Cotton for its share alone contributhd 84 millions, large shipments of 
‘this staple, amounting to neaey treble the previous yenr's figures, went to Jars.” The Straw Braid trade dil not show the 
expansion that might havo been expects and this is attribatad to great extont to the tricky practices ofthe plates. Carelesaness 
of production and malpractices on the part of most of the Natives engaged in the Export trade of Citta seem to be the 
‘universal complaint throughout all the Reports. 

NINGPO.—It is pleasing to read that the year 1902 was a profitable one for those concerned in the trade. Both the Aice and 
Cotton crops were very good and the volume of the ze business was much larger than usual. In fact in nearly all the important 
siaples of Export a, progress is noticeable, In Imports, Covtos Goods remained faily stationary, although some articles, show 
rettogression, but it is satisfactory to read that a good business was, on the whole, maintained in such superior goods as Drills andl 
Sheetings and also in Cotton Ltalians. A notable increase is shown in the import of Zuglisk Cotton Yare, which the local factories 
find very suitable to mix with their own Yar in weaving Faxcy Clot. One factory in particular, started a couple of years ago, 
turning out a neat Blue-Striped Cotton material, mostly intended for underwear, which in cheapness and durability is excelling 
Tarasse fabrics of the kind and is rapidly increasing in demand.

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THE CRY FOR 
EFFICIENCY. 


Joun Butt is a happy-go-lucky 
gentleman as a rule, but ib is plain 
that he has not yet forgotten the 
lessons learnt during the three years 
of war in South Africa. He wisely 
refrained even from hinting that he 
would like to “swop horses” while 
crossing the many Modder Rivers that 
were found there, (Modder means 
“muddy.”) But though much mud 
was stirred up he determined to use 
Mr. W.H. Long’sexpression “to muddle 
through,” and this he did, successful 
though scratched. Now, however, 
that he has found the opportunity 
he is lifting up his voice to insist 
upon the recognition of some of the 
rinciples and experience so dearly 
fought. A oumber of the old hands 
have gone, and before their places 
are filled he is calling on the Prime 
Minister to note the one thing need- 
ful, This, he carefully points out, is 
not the paying of party debts nor the 
pleasing of personal friends, it is not 
“due regard” to rank and fashion 
that be requires, but simple efficiency. 

The word has been much before 
the British public of late years. It 


is but » long-drawn form of the much | bui 


more homely word fitness, The man 
who is fib is efficient. He is the 
round man in the round hole, not 
the round man in the square hole as 
has been so often the case in our 
official records. Mr. Arnold White has 
written article upon article expos- 
ing the shortcomings of our Govern- 
ment system, We pride ourselves on 
our honesty, and on the scrupulous 
integrity of our services of all sorts. 
It is a legitimate pride, but tacked 
on to it there should be the humi- 
liating confession that though honest 
enough we are not competent enough, 
Everything to which the Goverament 
puts its hand is mismanaged. We 
may not be a nation of amateurs, 
but it is quite certain that our 
management is amateur from top to 
bottom, and therefore inefficient. 
Scores of instances absurd enough to 


be laughable, yet serious enough as’ 


symptoms of a system, are constantly 
being brought to light. 

Here is one of the latest. 
Government employé oa. vatstation 
wanted a screw-driver. He wrote 


to headquarters for one, and, oa 


though to provide something for the 
many clerks and writers to do, his | 
application was passed from officé to 
office and from pillar to post until 
finally he was informed that screw- 
drivers were not supplied singly but 
only with complete boxes of tools, 
Whereupon he immediately requested 
that a box of tools should be dispatch- 
ed. This second application ran the 
gauntlet as its predecessor had done, 
and resulted in the information that 
boxes of tools were provided only 
where there were carpenter's shops. 
Fully alive nowto the fan of the thing, 
the amused official demanded a car- 
penter’s shop—and got it. 

Where such things are possible 
despair of improvement may be ex- 
cused, Even now it is to be doubted 
whether the ordinary man at home 
knows what he wants when in his 
blind fashion he cries out for efficiency. 
What is efficiency? Roughly speak- 
ing, it is, as we have said fitness, But 
how is fitness to be secured? Surely 
by forethought, training, truth, and 
energy. First by forethought, Joho 
Bull’s managers, directors, governors, 
and servants generally must think, 
and think beforeban . Imagine a 
practical engineer beginning costly 
foundations, and erecting expensive 

ildings upon them without first 
considering whether the erection 
would fit the machinery he meant to 
put into it. Imagine, to turn toa 
real example, a Government sending 
for troops to fight Boers and impress- 
ing upon all and sundry that it was 
a case of “unmounted men preferred,” 
Such lack of prevision is unpardon- 
able, and of itself sufficient to prevent 
efficiency in any sense of the term. 

Next to forethought comes careful 
training. Before long we shall have 
effectually shut the door of all British 
Consulates to all but trained men. 
The two Latin words most necessai 
to be dinned into the ears of H. M. 
Government just now are ad hoc, 
Every man takeninto the Government 
employ from the Prime Minister to 
the younger drummer should have 
had his training ad hoe, his special 
and particular preparation in the 
technicalities of his professional 
duties.

aristocrat. England loves a lord, we 
are told, but it the lord wants office 
in the future he will have to be fit 
for it. 

If the present Government is wise 
it will make reform after this fasbion 
one of the main planks in its plat- 
form. Some popular cry will be 
needed to wipe out the stigma of the 
suggested dear loaf, and we know of 
none that would be more likely to 
take with the mass of the people 
below the higher grades than one 
which promised a thorough revisal 
of the system prevailing before the .. 
war. It must be done either by the 
present Government or its successor, 
for persistence in the present fatuous 
line must in the end prove disastrous 
to Government and coun try alike.

The Opposition Leader Resigns. 

Following tho example of Mr. Kingston 
in resigning his Oustoms portfolio, the 
Opposition leader, Mr. George Reid, re-~ 
signed his seat, as a protest against the 
manner in which the Government has 
mapped out the country for the purposes 
of the elections. Mr. Reid, who repre- 
tents the electors of East Sydney, was 
again nominated for the seat, as were also 
two other candidates neither of whom, 
however, is receiving Ministerial support, 
so that little except local interest. at- 
taches to the election, which will take 
place on the Sth instant. 


‘The Naval Agreement Bill : 
has been passed by both Houses, being 
finally agreed to in the Senate by’a sub- 
stantial majority. Senator O'Connor, 
who had charge of the measure, was 
highly complimented on the skilful 
manner in which he piloted his charge 
through the House. ‘This was probably 
the last time Mr. O'Connor will have 
charge of any Government measure in 
the Senate, as it has been almost definitely 
decided to appoint him Ohief Justice of 
tho Fodera High Court. There is 3 
enoral impression abroad that now that 

the agreement has beon passed, the new 
auxiliary squadron will be despatched 
from England. One clause in the contract 
states that the agreement shall not come 
into force until six months after receiv- 
ing the Royal assent, so in that case the 
squadron need not bo here till March 

xt. London advices indicate that the 
will replace the Royal Arthur 
as flagship, whilst the other cruisers 
All_bo practically new vessels. 

Some £20,000 has been allotted by 
the Admiralty for the purpose of refitting 
the old cruisers of the original Australian 
squadron for their now duties as drill 
ships, and these alterations will be carried 
cut at the Naval depdt in Sydney. Vice- 
Admiral Fanshawe will leave for Singa- 
pore this week to meet Admiral Sir C. 
Bridge to discuss the best means of join- 
ing forces should occasion arise for such 
mancouyres. 


The Government's position 
im the house is becoming somewhat pre- 
carious. Recent Cabinet struggles have 
considerably weakened the Premier's 
hand, whilst it is an open secret that 
except on the fiscal issue, no more than 
three members of the representatives cau 
be counted as their staunch supporters. 
On all other matters, members sitting 
behind the treasury bench reserve to 
themselves a hberty of action that proves 
highly embarrassing to Ministers. Tt is 
recognised that the present situation can- 
not last much longer, and members urge 
the government to close up the session 
as soon as possible, in order to have 
sufficient time to canvass their clec- 
torates. 











Victorian Affairs. 

‘Mr. Irvine, the Victorian Premier, out- 
lined’ the forthcoming policy of his 
government in a speech to the electors 
‘of his constituency at Nhill. In view 
of the stringent manner in which the 
Premier treated the late railway strikers, 
special precautions were taken to ensurd 
the safety of the ministerial train. 

‘As matters turned out, these precau- 
tions which evoked much outside com- 
ment proved entirely unnecessary, the 
only mishap being the breakdown of the 
pilot engine, which had itself to be towed 
to a siding on the return journey, whilst 
the ministerial train proceeded towards 
Ballarat, unattended. ‘The Premier's 
speech indicated three great necessities 
of Victoria, viz irrigation, closor settle- 
ment, and mining development. A mea 
sure for the compulsory resumption of 
land for closer settlement was outlined. 

‘As to irrigation, this has been dealt 
with before, but hes not been a success, 
masmuch as the irrigation trusts have 
heen allowed to practically repudiate 
their debts, and force the general public 
to bear the cost. Future irrigation 
finance is to be on sound foundations in 
order to withstand shocks of political 
assault. 

The new Shops and Factories Act. is 
not to apphy to rural industries, whilst 
measures dealing with lunacy ‘reform, 
technical education, and redistribution of 
seats will be introduced during the forth- 
coming session. 


A Chief Justice in the Witness Box, 


A member of the “Ago” staff recently 
bronght an action against the proprietor 
of that p: for wrongful dismissal and 
libel, and during the hearing of the 
action the Chief Justice, Sir John 
Madden, was called as a witness for the 
defence. The case arose over a meeting 
at which a lecture was delivered on the 
“Gospel of Beauty.” The Chief Justice 
presided and after the lecture was finish- 
ed, the Chairman, in moving a vote of 
thanks made some observations as to the 

+h and manner of carriage of Austra- 
lian girls. Plaintiff, who attended the 
lecture as the representative of the 
“Age,” condensed his honour's remarks 
into a paragraph which duly appeared 
in the Hextday’s issue. The paragraph 
seems to have given some offence to Hi 
Honour, and in consequence he wrote to 
the Editor, sfating that the words at- 
tributed to him by their rey were 
rever actually used by him, and that the 
paragraph was misleading. The “Age” 
uly published the letter, and an editorial 
footnote was added to’ the effect that 
“we regret that our reporter misappre- 
hended Sir John Madden’s remarks.” 
Subsequently the reporter was dismissed 
from the “Age” staff, and brought this 
action to recover £500 damages. The 
Chief Justice had to withstand a lengthy 
cross-examination by plaintiff's counsel, 
who eventually gained a verdict for his 
client, and was awarded the sum of £99, 
in lien of six months’ notice, which the 
presiding judge held was the custom 
prevailing “in Australian journalistic 
circles.

j should it happen again. I do not by any 
means advocate the uso of native ice, but 
in many ports it is the only kind 
procurable, and I am not aware these 
places suffer more from cholera than does 
Shanghai with its manufactured product.

I had alwa 
thought that vegetables and fruit were 
mitch to blame as bad water—native 
ice of course is the last—for communicat- 
ing cholera.

complaints and remedy them at once. 
A\ printed cireular is issued by the office 
to this effect, and in every case of which 
I have heard of a report being sent in 
tho most complete investigation has in- 
variably followed, and justice, not only 
full measure, but running over, given. 
It is beyond comprehension that the 
master of a vessel who has precisely the 
same food as all on board, and whose life 
must be as valuable to himself, and per- 
hap wife and children, as any other man’s 
is, could allow tainted meat to be 
continually served, and if there 1 
dirt in the galleys’ and pantries it can 
be only of the slightest and what is un- 
avoidable.

At present wood 
undg:,,."€% and flannel or bags on top is 
the gencin, method, but theso have to 
be very frequently disinfected to be kept 
in anything of a cleanly and sanitary con- 
ditions, and it is doubtful if they ever are 
quite satisfactory in this respect. India~ 
rubber is of course expensive, but with 
care lasts a long time, and , I fancy, is the 
most desirable’ material which ‘can be 
vd in a case like this. 
A plentiful supply of Condy’s Fluid 
shoutli be available in cleaning the ice- 
chest, mats, coverings, ete., whenever 
ssible, and also for washing vegetables 
nd utcurils used in the galley; in fact 
it is an article that can hardly be em- 
ployed too much.
